For more than ten years, the Ontario-Quebec Permanent 
Commission has sponsored cooperative activities and 
exchanges between hundreds of students, teachers, 
artists, musicians, and government employees from both 
Ontario and Quebec. The aim of these people-to-people 
contacts is to increase our knowledge of each other’s 
language, customs, and ideas. 


The Ontario-Quebec Permanent Commission was created 
in 1969 as the result of an agreement for cooperation 
and exchange in educational and cultural activities 
signed by the Premiers of Ontario and Quebec. The 
Commission includes officials from both provinces, with 
co-chairmen from Ontario and Quebec, and its work is 
coordinated by the Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs 
in each province. Ongoing programs and new projects 
are funded jointly by the two governments. 


The responsibility for the outstanding success of OQPC 
projects over the years lies with the participants them- 
selves. Actors, musicians, artists, journalists, teachers, 
and hundreds of young people in schools, colleges, and 
universities have initiated exchanges and benefited from 
them. They have demonstrated their talents and 
communicated their ideas, feelings, customs, and 
heritage to their counterparts and to a wider public in 
the other province. Through well-established OQPC 
projects and through fresh ideas for new exchanges, 
many people in Ontario and Quebec can come to know 
each other better.

Elementary and secondary levels 


1A) Ontario-Quebec Teacher Exchange Program 
(Second Language) 
This is a one-year program for the exchange of 
positions between Ontario teachers of French as a 
second language who have a thorough command of 
English, and Quebec teachers of English as a 
second language who have a thorough command of 
French. The Ontario teachers will teach English as a 
second language in Quebec and the Quebec 
teachers will teach French as a second language in 
Ontario. One of the objectives of this program is to 
assist in the professional development of second 
language teachers through immersion in the second 
language and culture. 


1B) Ontario-Quebec Teacher Exchange Program 
(in French) 
This is a one-year program for the exchange of 
Ontario and Quebec teachers who give instruction in 
French. One of the objectives of this program is to 
assist in the professional development of French 
language teachers and enable them to enjoy a 
valuable cultural and language experience.

CULTURE 


In order to encourage greater understanding and 
appreciation of the cultures of Ontario and Quebec, the 
Permanent Commission encourages a wide range of 
cultural exchange projects between the two provinces. 


The cultural affairs committee meets at least twice a 
year to consider cooperative projects and to make 
recommendations on funding to the Commission. 
Projects may concern any aspect of culture, providing 
both provinces are involved. 


The Commission supports a wide variety of exchanges, 
including performing groups in dance, theatre, and 
music; cooperative exhibitions in the visual arts, crafts, 
and books; information and study visits to the other 
province by cultural professionals or specialists. 


Project proposals must be submitted containing full 
details, including a description of the project, dates, 
locations, and an itemized budget. Requests for financial 
assistance of $10,000 or more must be submitted by 
August 30 for a project that will take place after April 1 
of the following year. Requests for funding less than 
$10,000 should be submitted at least four months before 
the project is to take place.
